Secretary Dodda of the Chamber of 
Commerce, while thinking of some 
plan whereby the Mason county boys

Prance, November 16 — American ar- 
tillerymen planted u roaring barrage 
of shells over the front trenches hold 
by American infantrymen Thursday 
and defeated German plana for a raid. 

Fighting activity atong the "Amor- 
Ican froot" Is now raaobing a hot 
stage. 

Every sort of war activity, short of 

general assault, Is being experienced 
by the troops In the front-line 
trenches. 

luesday and Wednesday nights 
American patrol parties, aoouting 
over No MW'a Land, encountered Ger- 
man reoonnolssance units. There 

were brief, hurried exchanges of 
shots In the dark and the enemy scur- 
ried away. 

Meanwhile' the enemy artillery Are 
had been Increasing steadily. Wed- 
nesday night it reached % ereaeendo. 

Then early In the morning the 
Bochea auddenly looaad a spray of 
machine gun Are at communication 
trenches — the lines by which re-en- 
forcements and supplies an; sent to 
the fighting lines. 

Alive to the (act that this might 
forecaat a raiding attempt, the Amer- 
icans sent up flares. They flooded the 
irregular ground In front of the 
fighting lines with llgrit and discover- 
ed a group of Germans approaching 
the American trenches. 

Word aurrlediy went gack from the 
American commander of the menaced 
trench aeotlon for a barrage. 

The American artillerymen got the 
word by telephone and bent to their 
guns with top-speed activity. Their 
battery roared in a tattoo of fury 

Over in front of the American lines 
the ground was churned up by the 
shells aa they (ell thick and fast near 
the wonld-be raidera. 

Then the Boohes gave it up and 
serried back to the safety of their 
trenches and dugouts. 

I'atrol encounters now are becom- 
ing n regular every-nlght occurrence 

In tlie clashes of the last few days 
thero have been no American caau' 
alties. Whether the Germans have 
been equally lucky against the Amer 
lean riflemen Is not known. Dawn's 
light over No Man's Land fails to re- 
veal any bodies.
